LOST AT SEA. 


The Star of the West Mysteriously Miss- 
ing--Fifteen Men on Board. 
Speciai to the Post-Dispatch. 

New York, January 5.—The bark Star 
of the West, which left this port for Bremen 
on October 20, has not since been heard from, 
‘and Mr. J. Zittlosen, her owner, fears she 
thas been lost with all on board. The vessel 
was formerly the steamship S. S. Cuyler, 
which was used as a gunboat during the 
War, and was afterward fitted out 
as ai privateer for the Government 
of Peru during her trouble with Spain. 
The steamship Cuyler was built at this 
|port in 1859 and was intended as an experi- 
ment. She had sharp bows and in many 
‘Tespects resembled a yacht. She was sup- 
plied with several new steam appliances, all 


‘of which were intended to be experimental. 
n 186i she was purchased by the United 
s Government, at a cost of $165,000, and 

‘Was armed with twelve guns. She was sent 
fo watch blockade-runners along the coast of 
Southern States. She cruised principally 
in the Gulf of Mexico, where she captured 
three schooners which were attempting to 
run the blockade.

, BUTLER’S MESSAGE. 

To-day’s Journal says: “Gen. Butler’s mes- 
sage to the Massachusetts Legislature makes 
a buiky volume of 121 pages, which he 
has kindiy sent to us. Our own legisia- 
tors might profit by a perusal of 
some portions of the address. Gov. 
Butier insists thaf the duly qualified 
elector cannot be justly deprived of the right | 
of registration down to the very hour of 
opening the poils. When his vote is kept out 
of the baliot box a violation of the Constitu- 
tion takes place. The Massachusetts law he 
regards as an unnecessary obstruction of the 
voter, and he recommends such amendments 
as will keep the voter once registered on the 
list, instead of putting citizens tothe loss and 
trouble of repeated registrations when they 
have proved their qualifications and have not 
changed their residence. These suggestions 
night have appropriately come from our own 
Governor.” 

THE PENDLETON BILL. 

The World, speaking of the passage of the 
Pendleton bill, says this morning: “It \ was 
ovue of the most extraordinary scenes ever 
witnessed in the Congress of the United 
States. The dogged and Parthian retreat of 
the spoilsmen and the hacks in the Senate 
chamber before the overwhelming advance of 
public opinion was tar less remarkable than 
the panic-stricken tlight of the spoilsmen and 
hacks in the House. Before the autumn 
elections the bill could not have been brought 
even to a vote in either body. ‘Lhe 
lesson of those elections as it is 
read by the members of both houses is that 
Whatever is done or left undone, something, 
must be done to appease or pretend to ap- 
pease the demand fora reform of tie civil 
service, The friends of that reform must 
not be too sanguine in view of this victory, 
complete rout of the spolismen as it seems 
to be. The spoilsmen have not changed 
their nature nor suddenly unlearned the ex- 
perience of their lives. ‘Lheir whole idea of 
politics is involved with the spoils system, 
the attack upon which they yevster- 
day joined. They simply do not 
conceive of a condition § of things 
in which American polities can be carried 
on and parties managed and public opinion 
made etiectual except through the ma- 
chine, an integral part of whichis the use 
of ail public Offices ior the enforcement of a 
code of political rewards and punishments. 
It stands to reuson that they cannot believe 
in a reform of the civil service. Their faith 
is that the system introduced by the bill will 
break down, and that things will go on 
pretty much as they went on before.” 

CIVIL SERVICE REFORM, 

The Star to-day say of the civil service 
reform bill: ‘fhe holiday recess had 
the effect of convincing members that 
the sentiment of the people on that 
subject is decided, and that they are notin a 
nood to be trified with. They demand that 

he evils and abuses and dangers of the pres- 
ent systeth, Which has been corrupt and per- 
nicious under successive Republican admin- 
istrations, shall be stopped. This Vendle- 
ton bill is not exactly What most Democrats 
in Congress and in the country would have, 
It has been seriously objected to by many 
strong and earnest supporters of the pro- 
posed reform as not going far enough in the 
direction of reform and as calculated to di- 
minish rather than increase the elliciency of 
the service. Most of them, however, have 
yieided their objections in order to give the 
measure a fair trial. They have sacrificed 
pho considerations to the public good. 

f the measure works well they will be more 
than satisfied and Senator Pendleton will 
have the credit he so richly deserves and has 
so fairly earned. Yet the passaye of the bill 
is not due to Mr. Pendleton nor = the pres- 
ent Congress, but to the people who expressed 
their sentiments at the autumn elections in 
tones and terms Congress jcouid not choose 
but hear, and did not dare to disobey.

New YORK, January 5.—Six young novices 
of the Ursuline order,each carrying a crucifix 
in the right hand, a lighted taper in the left, 
moved in procession up the aisle of the chapel 
attached to the convent of the order at Mor- 
risania. They knelt before the altar and 
Monsigneur Quinn, Vicar General, who was 
to receive their profession, addressed to them 
a number of questions bearing on their ex- 
pressed desire to devote themselves entirely 
to religious work.

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BIG LAND SUIT. 
Dispute about Beach Land Involving 
Novel Questions of | Law. 
Special tothe Post-Dispatch. “ 

New York, January 5.—A trial has just 
ended at May’s Landing, Atlantic county, N. 
J., which involved preperty of enormous 
value, and brought up an entirely new ques- 
tidn ot law. About twenty-five years ago a 
land company owning a large part of what is 
now Atlantic City, in selling its shore front 
lots gave deeds to the land to storm tide 
mark, with~ the intention of reserving the 
title to the strip of beach between storm tide 
mark and ordinary high water mark, in order 
that they might give permission to erect 
bath-houses thereon as an additional induce- 
ment to the purchase of lots not fronting on 


the beach, ; . 

Contrary to expectations, instead of 
wearing away a8 was the case to the north- 
ward along the coast, the beach grew rapidly 
out into the oceam and now reaches nearly a 
quarter of a mile further out than when the 
beach lots were sold. The purchasers from 
the land company occupied the new land as 
fast as it formed. Sometimeago the land 
company, which is yet in existence, laid 
claim to this real estate, now incre 
great value, and began suit to oust the occt- 

ants. After numerous delays the case came 

trial this week, The plaintiffs claimed 
that the deeds storm tide mark

+h to the company reserved also. 
ANY ACCRETION 

which might come to that strip. The de- 
fendants set up that the boundary of storm 
tide mark was a movable one and that the 
title of the purchasers to it followed the 
mark, no matter where it went.

Christine Nilsson has been before the 
world so long and so prominently that there 
isnot much need to write a biographical 
sketch of her. Such sketches have appeared 
by the thousand, but perhaps it is in order 
Ww give a few facts for the benefit of those 
who do not charge their memories with bio- 
graphical facts, even concerning the greatest 
celebrities.

She 
was engaged on the spot for three years and 
sang in the Theatre Lyrique. In 1867 she vis- 
ited London and triumphed. Ln 1868 she was 
in Paris again, and in 1870 she visited Amer- 
ica under the management of Stra- 
kosch, and made a successful tour of the 
United States. She was uniformly success- 
ful and the favorite of the musica! world 
during ali the years up to her retirement 
from the stage, which took place upon her 
marriage to Auguste Rouzaud, a gentleman 
of good descent and French family.

The Markets, 
FORENOON #ESSION. 

The grain markets started in this morning with 
the tendency strongly upward in prices and a bull- 
ish feeling well developed in the local crowd. 
This bull movement characterized all the markets 
of this country and was strengthened by reported 
advances in Europe. It was looked upon by some as 
due to speculative manipulation in Chicago, where 
the crowd is said to be on the Luying side. Others 
believed it was the natural reaction from the de- 
pression of the past six weeks, when nearly every 
one was on top and hammering prices. The dam- 
age to the crops in Europe by floods is said to be 
fully equal to 25 per cent. Germany, France, Hun- 
gary, Switerland and other countries have been 
inundated and their ¢rops are believed to have 
suffered seriously. .England’s crop, too, is said 
be in danger. Reports are also being circulated 


as to threatened damage to the wheat planted in 
this country. There seems to be a stiong effort 
— now to force an advance, but whether it can 

maintained or not is a question in a good 
many nunds. Speculaiors are believed to have 
taken hold ofcorn in Chicago, with Truman Han- 
dy atthe head ofthe deal. The country roads 
are in better condition now than fora long ttwe 
—_ and increased receipts of corn are looked 
or—enough, perhaps, to Knock the props out 
from under this deal, it there is any such. - Oats, 
too, is believedto be in a poéket and with a 
better chauce for suecess than corn. The 
stock is very small in this markct, but so 
is the line out for January.

THE REPUBLIC SAVED. 
We take great pleasure in announcing that 
the Republic is safe, or at least that it will be 
safe as soon as President ARTHUR signs the 
civil service reform bill, which we may ex- 
pect him to do as soon as a clean copy of the 
bill is presented to him for his signature. 
The country was not safe yesterday, because 
it was not certain that the House would pass 
the civil service reform bill, and two weeks 
ago, before the Senate had passed the bill, 
the country was exposed to danger, its very 
existence was imperiled by the evils of the 
spoils system, the corruptions of Federal in- 
fluence and the vast and varied array of 
perils that menaced us because we did not 
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who have been kept awake at night by the 
sense of impending danger arising from the 
corruptions of politics. They have worn 
themselves out warning their careless and 
callous fellow-citizens of the dark abysses 
of corruption into which we were madly 
rushing, and now they have their reward; 
their warning has not been in vain; the dark 
hight is past, and as the morning breaks the 
beautiful aurora of civil service reform 
brightens the horizon and assures us that the 
Republic still lives. 

How happy we ought to be that so great 
an evil is cured by so slight a remedy. One 
would hardly think that’so small a pill could 
cure so deep-seated and inveterate a disease, 
but we have had sufficient assurance from 
those who know that the panacea for all our 
political ailments is merely a little bill—not 
a little pill, but a little bili; and, with the 
passage of that little bill (not the little pill) 
we may expect to see favoritism, incompe- 
tence, corruption, spoliation and scandalous 
politics wholly disappear forever—perhaps. 


THE INCREASE OF BUSINESS, 

In their report of the failures for the past 
year, Dun & Co, say that the, increase in 
the failures is not greater than the increase 
in the number of firms doing business. This 
would be a pleasant assurance if it were 
true, but unfortunately there are’ only too 
many evidences for believing that the in- 
crease in the number of business firms does 
not keep pace with the increase of the coun- 
try in population and wealth. The familiar 
expression that “the big fishes eat up 
the little ones”’ especially appropri- 
ate to the business situation in this 
country at present, in which we have daily 
illustration that the great business concerns 
drive the smaller ones out of competition. 
The Standard Oil Company has driven all 
other companies from carryiug on the same 
business. The watch business is @ monop- 
oly, the manufacture of arms, of sewing ma- 
chines, of gun powder, is carried on under a 
monopoly arrangement; the vinegar men 
have pooled their issues, and the whole 
tendency of business is toward consolidation 
and monopoly. Even the drama is getting to 
be a “‘pool,”” and the prospect is that in the 
near future some dramatic JAY GouULD 
will appear the managers and 
organize the resources of the drama into 
one vast combination which will lease 
all the theaters, hire all the actors, dictate 
its terms to the nation, and compel us to ac- 
cept only such plays as it furnishes. These 
are evidences that the increase of business 
firms does not keep pace with the increase of 
population, and we are afraid that during 
the past year there may have been more old 
firms that went out of business than there 
were new firms that came in. 
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GIVE THE FIGURBS. 

An indigsant pauper writes to the New 
York Sun protesting against being called on to 
support a government ‘‘which gives one man 
two hundred millions of dollars and leaves 
forty-nine million of people without a cent.’’ 
As a matter of fact it is not the Government 
which has made VANDERBILT or GOULD so 
wealthy. nor is it whoily due to bad laws or 
defective governmental regulation that a 
great many people in this country are 
poor. 

Still the complaint is worth listening to, 
and it would be well worth while for the 
Census Bureau to turn its attention from the 
idle and useless information which fills vast 
volumes of its decennial report, and tell us 
something of the actual condition of the peo- 
ple. The census makes an estimate of the 
value of the property in this country, but it 
tellsus nothing of the wayin which the 
property is divided. It would be something 
worth knowing if we could know just how 
many people have any share or lot in 
the ownership of the aggregate wealth 
of the nation, andhow many people depend- 
enton them share in the returns of that 
ownership. Then we would be able to know 
how many people there are in this country 
who own nothing. We do not know what kind 
of a result would appear, nor do we greatly 


care. What we do care for is the 
truth, and whether the exhibit be flattering 
or the reverse, it is information which it 


would benefit this country to know, if it 
could learn just how it stands, and what is 
the real condition of its millions of people. 
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HAVING seen the first number of the Com- 
mercial Gazette, under the joint management 
of Field Marshal HALSTEAD and Dea- 
con RicuARD SMITH, we detect a large 
amount of latent virtue in the consolidation 
and but little of what has long been the 
cakes and ale, the chief delight of Cincinnati 
readers. ‘Che disposition of human natureto 
stop and “see it out,” if it is only two terri- 
ers or two bantams that are fighting, was 
powerfuily illustrated in the avidity with 
which people bought the Commercial to 
see how the Field Marshal thumped the 
Deacon, or bought the Gazette to see how 
the wicked partners struck back at HaL- 
STEAD. Since these great combatants have 
become as “two souls with but a single 
thought, two hearts that beat as one,” we 
shali wait with some foreboding to see, how 
the interest is to be kept up. Perhaps the 
Enquirer may pitch in so spiritedly as to 
keep the combined fighting talent of the 
consolidation steadily employed. Otherwise 
there is reason to apprehend a total lapse of 
all outside interest in Cincinnati journalism, 
which is nothing if not personal and piquant 
in the highest degree. 

In commending Justice Fre.ip’s decision

ON THE RIO GRANDE. 


Life in the Old-Style Town of Laredo— 
Mexican Gamblers. 
Special Cortes pondence of the Post-Dispatch. 
LAREDO, January 1.—Laredo,on the Ameér- 
ican side of the Rio Grande, like El Paso, is 
one of those wonderful creations of this age 
of steam, electricity and “booms.” Like El 


“Paso, too, it has its vis-a-vis. Nueva Laredo, 


on the Mextcan side of the river, with this 
difference, however, that Nueva Laredo is, 
as its name would indicate,a new town, 
while Laredo proper is the old, historical 
city, built hundreds of years ago. ‘The two 
Laredos,’’ then, let the reader fully under- 
stand, are Mexican towns in the fullest sense 
of the term, and itis only since the, advent 
of railways that American progress, enter- 
prise and industry have brought them 
at all prominently before} the 
world. Any one who has never 
visited old Mexico can form 
no idea of its towns, cities, people and cus- 
toms. Everything is so unlike the civiliza- 
tion of the nineteenth century that one Is 
almost tempted to imagine the so-called civ- 
ilization of the Aztec race a myth.. The 
bnildings—those of Mexican architecture— 
are of adobe, or sun-dried bricks, are 
never more than one story in height and are 
generally builé in the form of a hollow 
souare, with two entrances, one for animals 
and vehicles and one for the human _ inhab- 
itants. Mv hotel--the Laredo Hotel—will 
serve asa fair ilinstration of the average 
dwelling of the more pretentious Mexican 
throughout the Republic. tis a low, one- 
story adobe building builtin the form of a 
square and occupying about one-quarter of 
an ordinary biock of ground. The rooms are 
situated, all around thesquare or courtyard 
formed by the walls, with the door opening 
on the square. A shed, or awning, of Jumber, 
runs all anound the inside of 
the court, affording shelter from 
the sun as well as. the rain, 
when either would render crossing the court- 
yard undesirable. The floors are all of brick, 
which are serupulously serubbed and dried 
each morning and actually present a clean, 
tidv appearance. Of course, such a thing as 
comfort is impossible under the above de- 
scribed circumstances, butthe Mexican cares 
very little for that, particularly if it costs 
anvthing in the shape of labor to obtain it. 
Just now all Mexico is alive with excite- 
ment and gala day jovs, for the fiesta season 
is at ita height. Like the Italian, Portn- 
grese, Spaniard and other Latin races, the 
Mexican is never hapnv un'ess enjoying him- 
self, and the slightest pretext serves to se- 
eure a holiday. What the Mardi Gras and 
earnivals of other nations are to them the 
fiesta season is to the Mexican, and 
that he fullv enjoys himself 1 am _ thore 
oughly convinced.

But 
the Mexican is patient and humble in his as- 
pirations: he prowls around at night so 
much that he sees equally as well in 
the dark as at mid-day: he needs no side- 
walks, asphaltum or granite pavements. 
The sand of his native heath 
is good enough for him, and _ less 
trving to his unshod, or sometimes 
sandal-shod, feet. Thenewspapers of Mex- 
ico too do not have leaders on the execrable 
condition of the streets and the duties of the 
Mayor, City Council and Street Commis- 
sioners, and hence all are happy because of 
one mind, namely, that it was good encugh 
for the fathers, and that improvement of any 
kind would be nothing less than rank heresy. 

And so discussing these matters and ana- 
thematizing the sidewalks and Laredo’s e ty 
fathers, we arrived upon the main plaza, 
where the fiesta was being held. I had ex- 
pected a seene of semi-barbaric splendor, 
something like a chapter from the Arabian 
Nights, unusual, startling, glittering, grand, 
meguificent; but hke all great expectations, 
the reality, as is alwavs the case, did not 
becin to approach the ideal. Booths or stalls, 
both large and small, bave been erected! al 
around the plaza, in the form of the toevit- 
able square, some tents and the rest of rough 
boards, hastily nailed up and all Uluminated 
with candles,lamps, lanterns, Chine-e lan- 
terns, naptha hurners, ete., etc. Upon enter- 
ing we first behold a bar, an unusually tong 
which crowds amotieyv mob o1 
Mexicans, cowboys, senoritas and even white 
favorite bey- 
erage, a drinking, shouting. howling, as yet 
good-natured mob, the most picturesque im- 
aginable. Next we come upon a fakir offer- 
ng in stentorian tones a genuine 
ore hundred and fifty dollar gold 
and chain for fifty cents—provid- 
ed you show the right number of spots with 
dice, a featas yet unaceomplished so far as 
the sucker is concerned, for know all men hy 
these presents that the dice are loaded, 
The feliow picks up en ineredibie quantity 
of halves, however, although each one is ac- 
companied with a hearty imalediction, 
2 circumstance that does not seem 
to trouble the fakir tin the  Jeast. 
liere is a wheel of fortune, a veritable 
*ponanza’’ to—the fellow be:ind the table. 
An eager, excited, good-natured crowd of 
men, women, bovs. girls, and even chi dren 
jam and push each other in thelr efiorts to 
reach the table with the magic numbers. 
The wheel turns, the bets are made, the 
croupier calls out the result in English and 
Spanish, the loser sees his coin disappear, 
the winner is made happy, and the scene is 
repeated, Very frequentiy as high as $1,000 
is Jost in one night by one single individual 
at this diabolical game of barefaced, shame- 
less swindling. 12 noticed one woman, a 
Mexican, who played persistentlv for half 
an hour, and who ijiost some twenty dollars, 
and atiast retired with her bueno hoinbre, 
and jug} twenty-five cents, with which they 
purchased two drinks of liquid lightning and 
then stole silently away. 

Then we visited the games of monte, 
ehuck-a-luck, craps, faro, roulette, and 
the thousand and one other games 
which are here played openly, and at whieh 
itseems all play. Whentl say all, | wean it 
literaliy, as net only doves the half-civilized 
Mexican of the lower order gamble as long 
as he canraise a nickel, but the better classes 
aswell. Doth white and Castillan can be 
seen at any time indulging in their favorite 


vice. 

All the gamesare run by—lI blush to write 
jit—Americais, and a viler, more villainous- 
looking set never defiled the earth. The very 
outcasts Of outcasts, the pariahs of the gam- 
bling fraternity,are the . Keepers 
of games ai the Mexiican 
fietas. The pititul gvilro piso. of — the 
miserable, ragged, blanketed Mexican, and 
the only coin be has in the world, disappears 
before the wiles oi the skin gambler as nim- 
bly as the doliar ot the millionaire cow-man, 
a class who seem to regard it as e sign of 
aristoracy and biue blood to recklessly fin 
away a thousand or soon a notoriously har 
game. 

Such is one feature of the fiesta, and, per- 
haps, the brightest. The dance-house, the 
cock-pit and bull-fght are ail far worse, and 
words would fail to deseribe scenes too vile 
ior Vuman eyes to look upon.

THE VULCAN STRIKE. 


December Pay-Day Near at Hand 
and the Workmen Happy. 


No Efforts Made by Either Side for a Compro= 
mise-=Over Fifteen Hundred Men Idle--The 
Situation as Viewed by the Men. 


The strike at the Vvican paralyzes business 
in Carondelet. The situation was well 
explained in a conversation which ensued 
between a bartender and one of his patrons 
this morning: 

“It looks as though everything was on a 
strike down here. Even the pool-table looks 


as though it had quit business, and the cues 
are on a Strike, too, for there isn’t a tip left 
on one ofthem. Why don’t you have that 
table recovered and the cues retipped ?”’ 

“The table and the cues are 
enough for these times,” said the 
bar-tender, “and I’m not going to spend a 
nee te isee how this thing is going to 
end. 

“God knows when that will be,” said his 
patron. 

‘| can’t help that.” said the bar-tender. 

Affairs are indeed in statu quo. In the mill, 
where some fiteen hundred workmen are 
generally to be found busy as bees, there was 
not a hundred to be seen this morning. The 
patiern-makers, numbering a dozen or more, 
the foundrymen, to the number of twen- 
ty-live, and forty laborers were the only 
persons at work, and they were so scattered 
about the immense works. that the whole 
place seemed deserted. 

“\y here are the workmen keeping them- 
selves?’ was the question asked of a dark- 
skinned laborer. 

“You'll ind ‘em at home, sah, taking things 
easy,’ Was the reply. 

Aad he was about right, for while there 
were noclouds of smoxe coming from the 
great chimneys of theVuican,every cottage 
chitnney in sight told that there were cum- 
fortable fires within. 

“Are the workmensuffering much from 
the strike?” was the question put a steei- 
worker, 

“No,” was the answer, “and they’re not 
likely to suffer for a long while to come. 
A good many have put us down for a shift- 
jess lot, but most ol us ewn the houses we 
live in and have money stowed away to use 
in times like these, Besides that, the strike 
wouldn't hurt us for a month or two 
anyhow, for you see the com- 
pany has always been a month 
vr S50 behind with their pay, and we haven't 
as yet even received our December wages; so 
we have them to iail back on if nothing 
else.”’ 

“When do you get your December pay ?”’ 

“Next Saturday a week we expect it.” 

The men worked bard during December, 
and the pay-rell for that month will bea 
long one. 

IT WILL TAKE OVER $100,000 
to go around. The strikers ieel consider- 
abiy troubled over the reports that have gone 
out concerning their lawlessness. 

“i think,’’saida steel worker, “that the men 
out on strike are quieter now than when they 
are working. When they are at work and 
get off fur a day tlev sail in and have a bois- 
terous time of it, but now they are off all the 
time and instead of running around as when 
otf on a holiday they stop: at home and take 
thiugs easy.” 

“jrind things a great deal quieter down 
here now,” said Police Captain Price, “than 
when tbe men are at work. 1 can’t expiain 
the cause of this, but itis afacti. My men 
co along and atiend to business asif there 
was nothing unusual going on.” 

THE MEN ON STRIKE 
represent every department in the mill. 
‘Tnere are heaters, heipers, chargers, rail 
hauds, firemen, engineers, biacksmitis, gas- 
house men aud laborers. ‘Lhere are busses 
over every department, and, unlike 
invest men huiding like positions 
manuiacturing establisiiments, 
they go out with the sirtkers every tine. In- 


‘deed the bosses generally conduci the strike. 


‘They are nearly aiways iound tw be men of 
intedligence, Wo keepan eye on the markets, 
sums up the cost of rails, ore, coal, labor aud 
water, and who know just about what wages 
ought to be paid the steel-workers. 
THE HEATERS, 
who hold the next iniportant positions to the 
bosses, generaliy work with the latter in case 
of a strike or anything out of the usual rut. 
The bosses earn irom $125 w $100 a month. 
‘The heaters get 33 W tor every -100 tons of 
iron they hanuuie. A good heater will average 
150 tous a day, for which he wiil receive 
$5 25. ‘There are three grades of 
HELPERS, 

the first drawing $5 s0, the second $2 50 and 
the third $2 25 per 100 tons. ‘The chargers 
receive $5 Ww a hundred. The la- 
borers receive but $1 5v and 
$2 a day, while other workmen 
are paid in proportion to the responsibility 
oi tue positions they hold. ‘This being the 
case, some ol the Wworkimen can stand the 
dead-lock better than others. But none of 
the men appear worried over the situation. 
Some of them are pretty long-sighted. One 
of them said this morning that the mill- 
owners had shut down for repairs, which it 
would take three months to complete, and 
while they were shut down they thought 
they wourd agitate the question of cutting 
down Wages 50 as to get the men to cowe to 
thie irunt When they got ready 
tu startup at the very iowest rates. 

“But,” said this gentleman, “we won't 
stand anything v1 that kind and ali the mili 
hands are With us in our deivermination. 
‘They wanted tojcut our wages 55% per cent. 
We were Willing to accept a reduction of 20 
per cent ou present rates for four 
months or twelve percent. for one year, but 
we can’t stand any more of a reduction than 


tinat.”” 

“Have there been any conferences between 
you and the will owners looking to a set- 
tiement of yoor difficulties?” 

“No, and Ll suppose there won't be until 
the repairs at the mill are made. Then 1 
suppose the owners will want us to go to 
work at their terms.” 

THE MEN CLAIM 

that their demand is a reasonable one, and 
that the owners of every miilin the country 
are now payig the wages asked by the dt. 
Louis Wolken, The  jatter Buy 
(hat, rather than submit to the 
reduction offered, they will emigrate 
and take up their abode in Pittsburg, Cuai- 
cago, or otiter points where the Wages asked 
by them here are paid withuvut controversy. 
Many of the strikers are young men who, 
baving a to keep thein hare. can easily 
earry this into executio..

IRON AND STEEL. 


The Extent of This Industry in the City 
of St. Louis. 

The Age of Steel, in its armual review of 
the iron and steel industries of St: Louis, 
and such other industries gs are incident 
thereto, publishes the result of personal visits 
made to 213 different establishments engaged 
in more than twenty different lines. of busi- 
ness, And shows that there are more than 21- 
000 hands employed in them; that they do 
business on $23,287,000 invested capital, and 
that their product for 1882 amounted to $50,- 
297,000. The amount of pie-tven actually 
melted in St, Louis establishments during 
the year was 163,825 tons. Business is flour- 
ishing and the outlook good. 


BREAKING THE ICE. 


First Suicide Tnis Year from the Big 
Bridge Railing. 

At about 10 o’clock this morning an un- 
known man committed suicide by jumping 
from the bridge. There were several wit- 
nesses of the affair, and one of them, John 
Smith, foreman of the bridge laborers, made 
the following statefent to a Post-DISPATCH 


reporter: 

‘‘We were working on the west of the mid- 
dle pier this morning, when the man came 
along from the St. Louis side. He was evi- 
dentiy a laboring man of about 30 years of 
age, about five feet ten inches high, of light 
complexion and had a two weeks growth of 
beard upon his face,He wore a stiff-brimmed 
hat, striped calico shirt, black coat, dark 
jeans pants, shoes, but no vest. On his way 
east along the western pier he stopped once 
or twice to look into the river and when he 
had passed the west pier he. stopped and 
looked over the south railing of the 
bridge, and seemed to be watching 
the cakes of ice floating 
underneath. Pretty nearly every one who 
crosses the bridge just now does the same 
thing, so that there was nothing in the man’s 
actions to create surprise or suspicion. All 
of a sudden, without saying a word, he 
climbed the railing rapidly and jumped over. 
We were within a dozen feet of him at the 
time, but he was in the air before one of us 
could make a move. When I reached the 
railing and looked over the man was not vis- 
ible. His body had cut through a cake of 
ice, miaking a clean-cut. round hole in 
it, and had gieenpesres in the 
water beneath. His hat was floating 
on the water and remained there for 
some time. If the body came again to the 
surface it must have landed under the ice and 
thus remainec concealed fromview.” This 
is the first bridge suicide of the new year,and 
is one of the most successful attempts at seli- 
destruction ever accomplished at this popu- 
lar resort for suicides.

purpose, and as the Nickel Plate has been 
presumably bought in Vanderbilt’s interest 
and especially in che interest of the Lake 
Shore, to which the Nickel Plate is a close 
end parallel line, and now stands in the rela- 
tion of second track, it is also fairly presum- 
able that the bonds will be issued by the 
Lake Shore.

GAMBETTA’S MISTRESS. 


Madame de Beaumont a Kinswoman 
of Marshal MacMahon. 
From the Philadelphia Press. 


His amours, too, picturesquely detailed in 
the most piquant epigrams and unitranslata- 
ble double entendres, were the topics of the 
town. Hewas no longer seen in the Latin 
Quarter cabarets, with the modest grisettes 
of his youth. The descendant of one of the 
most princely houses of France, a kinswo- 
man of Marshal MacMahon through the 
eee Duke de Castries, gloried in a pnblic 
iaison with the democratic Autochthon. 
The relations of this kinswoman with Gam- 
betta intensified the hatred of Marshal Plac- 
Mahon against the democratic leader, and 
this was the real animus of the attempt to 
hold him to account for the famous expres- 
sion, “Marshal MacMahon must submit to 
the will of France or resign.” (Il faut se 
soumettre ou de mettre.) The gossip and 
scandal filled all the boulevard journals. It 
was a revival of Mirabeau in all the ex- 
cesses of reyolutionary free morals. For the 
moment the press was divided between the 
orgies of Prince Plon-Plon in his Jap- 
anese Villain the Rue de Marigny and the 
Noctes Ambrosianw of the parvenu voluptu- 
ary—whose seraglio fronted the Prince's ou 
the same embowered square over on_ the 
banks of the Seine in the most secluded re- 
treat of the Champs Elysees quarter, ‘The 
name of Mme. de Beaumont Was as conspicu- 
ous in the ciubs, cafes and scandal-monger- 
ing saloons as ever was Pompadour or Mon- 
tespan. But to a man upon whtuse shoulders 
supreme power had been lightly borne, in 
whose hands the burden Of jimitiess death 
had rested, and over Whose head gutters of 
calumny had passed harmlessly, the indul- 
gence of aby excess of the master passion 
brought no serious repreach.

ANTHRACITE COAL, 
the Limited 


Rapid Exhaustion of 

Fields. 

From the New York Mail and Express. 

There are but four anthracite coal-fields in 
Pennsylvania, and theiragzregate area is but 
483 square miles. Reliable engineers estimate 
that the amount of cval the four fields will 
yield, if the present wasteful Method of 
mining be continued, cannot be more than 
three billion tons. Butthe year which ends 
with the present week has taken 29,500,000 
tons of anthracite coal from Pennsvivania 
mines, and it is expected that the amount 
taken will be greater, rather than _ less, in 
future years. so that the supply will 
be exhausted in a century, if not 
sooner. Besides Pennsylvania, Khode Island 
and Virginia are the only States : 
produce anthracite coal. and their supply is 
insignificant. The service performed by an- 
thracite coalin the development of the re- 
sources of the United States has been so 
great that the prospect of the exhaustion of 
the supply, even a century hence, must be 
regarded with much eoncern. The declara- 


tion that long before the century ends an- 


rich can enjoy, will cause a popular demand 
that the wasteful method of mining known 
as the “pillar and breast’’ be abandoned. and 
that the more efonomical method employed 
in English mines be substituted for it. 

Itis true thatthe supply of bituminous 
coal seems inexhaustible, although the an- 
nual product of our bituminous mines does 
not much exceed 42,000,000 tons, which is 
about one-fourth of the coal product in Eng- 
land. Ohio, which ranks below Pennsy!- 
vania and Illinoisin the production of bi- 
tuminous coal, can produce more than Enz- 
land, whose capacity is already severely 
taxed. But the iron and steel industries of 
the United States could never have

Prof. Spencer and the Grievances 
Against Him—Card from Dr. Laws. 


CoLumBrA, Mo., December 23, 1882. 
To the Editor of the Post-Dispatch : 

In your paper of December 18th, page 4, 
column 3, a statement of class-room griev- 
ances is laid before your readers. The edi- 
torial setting might almost be taken as a 
humorous pleasantry, and yet there is a 
measure of seriousness in the publication 
that seems to call for something of the na- 
ture of this communication. 

Prof. Spencer has been with us only 
a few months. He is a young man 
who has on the score of actual work acquired 
an enviable reputation and recognition 
abroad as well as among leading scientists in 
America for one of his years. He has bad 
six years of successful experience in teach- 
ing and he is a graduate of eight years’ 
standing, having graduated with the degree 
of Bachelor of Applied Science, at the head 
of his class, 1874, from McGill University, 
Montreal, of which Dr. J. W. Dawson, of 
world-wide reputation, is now and was then 
president. He was subsequently an officer 
inthe Canada Geological Survey. On the 
basis of contributions to science of his own 
original work, he was madea Fellow, 1877, 
of the Geological Society of London, Eng- 
land; the same year he graduated at Goet- 
tingen, Germany, with the degree of Ph. D. 
in Geology, Minerology and Paleontology. 
Returning to Canada, he filled for three 
years the position of science master in the 
Coliegiate Institute, Hamilton, Ontario, 
which position he left for a professorship in 
King’s University College, Windsor, Nova 
Scotia, the.oldest and one of the most re- 
seen colleges in Canada. It was from 
this professorship in King’s University Col- 
lege, of which college he had also been made 
vice-president, that he came to the Universi- 
tv of Missouri at the beginning of the pres- 
ent college year. Itis proper that I should 
state that Dr. Spencer was chosen 
its preference to other and ~- ac- 
complished applicants mainly on the very 
favorable opinion of two men who, 
without exaggeration may safely be named as 
second to no scientist of our age—l reler to 
Dr. J. W. Dawson, of Montreal, Canada, and 
lr.

it adinonishes me not to be too sanguine of 
exemption from censure undeserved or from 
criticism as severe and unkind as it may be 
injudicious and unwise. * * * * With 
what artless simplicity we persuade our- 
selves that the storm may have exhausted 
itseli and that the lightning may not strike 
again where it has so often struck, at least 
for the few years of a single administeation. 
How simple-minded is hope; how trusting 
and unsuspicous is the heartfelt desire of 
usefulness! 
_ it is fully understood, however, that this 
isa public institution and a sacred trust of 
the entire State; no one of its departments 
is entitled to a toleration of incompetence, of 
ineficieney or of a lack of fidelity. Let the 
interests of the institution and of the cause 
of public education stand here above every 
other. The University is not tor the Curators 
nor for the Faculty, but they are for it. It is 
the end aud all else is the means.

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| : THE SULTAN’S INSANITY. 


Some Curious Manifestations of the 
Malady. 
Constantinople Cor. of the New York Sun. 

Fuad Pasha and Nedjib Pasha were driv- 
ing out to Pera the other day to spend the 
evening at the residence of Madame Jour- 
dan, the wife of the Minister to Portugal, 
who had prepared a banquet in their honor. 
They were only a few moments from their 
destination when a  Lieutenant-Colonel, 
aide-le-camp of the Sultan, stop 
their carnage and told Fuad _ that 
the Sultan wished to see him up- 
on important and _ pressing business. 
Nedjib naturally got out and ad drove 
back toward Yidiz. On arriving at the pal- 
ace he found everything in confusion. ‘The 
Sultan, in despair, was crying out: “I am a 
ruined man! Bring me my children! I must 
fly! Quick! quick! The first and second ar- 
my corps (Constantinople and Adriangpie) 
are against me! And the ministers also! All 
of you want to put me to death!” And, asa 
matter of fact, the imperial yacht was under 
steam and her launches at the foot of the 
palace. Fuad was immediately searched and 
disarmed. He was astounded. Neverthe- 
less, his examination was begun on the spot. 
It conducted by Mahmoud 

Minister of the _ Interior, 
Djevdet, Minister of Justice, 
Dervish Pasha and the Sultan were also 
present. Fuad, having composed himself 
said that the palace was neither a court of 
justice nor a court martial; that if he was 
accused of anything, the law provided for 
the case and designated councils of war for 
the trial of Marshals; and, finally, that in 
any case he would refuse absolutely to make 
any answers in the presence of Dervish 
Pasha. The Sultan ordered the latter to re- 
tire. Thecomplaint of Mehemet Pasha was 
then read to Fuad, the substance of which I 
gave you in a former letter, and which, ina 
word, charged Fuad with being in a conspir- 
acy of the army and the Ministers to depose 
the Sultan. And Mehemet addedthat the rev- 
elation was made to him by the accused in a 
conversation which lasted three hours with 
him and his two cousins; that the other 
Mehemet Pasha, the son of Shamyl, was also 
present. 
_ Fuad, in his defense, commenced by say- 
ing that these three men, relatives and ac- 
complices, constituted, in his eyes, a single 
accuser, and that consequently neither one 
of them could be regarded as a witness in 
support of the charge. Then he had little 
trouble in showing up the absurdity of the 
story. The Sultan grasped his hand, threw 
his arms around him, and cried out: “Iknew 
well that you were my faithful servant! It 
is these hounds that have done ail this to 
frighten me and to get my money!” And 
thereupon he had theim all arrested, Fuad 
along with the rest. Then he gave the 
order upon the spot for the dismissal of the 
Circassians, and turned out the Ministry. 

You know the rest. 

Fuad has just been set free. The Colonel 
who arrested him, or at least brought him to 
the palace, was promoted and received the 
cross of the Commander of the Medjidie and 
500 Turkish pounds. If Fuad had set out for 
that dinner party ten minutes sooner, thé 
Sultan would have embarked for Europe 
with his children, and the Empire would 
have had another government. . 

As a matter of fact. Fuad had gone from 
bis house without telling where he was go- 
ing. All that was known of his movements 
was that he had started in the direction of 
Pera, and it was by the merest accident that 
the aide-de-camp overtook him.

Costly Revenge.

A Bannock Indian boy, about 12 years of 
age, met with a horrible death at the flouring 
mill at Fort Hall Indian Agency, IL. T., on 
last Tuesday. The boy was idling around 
the mill at the time, and es | ogg to get in 
the machinery, and was badly crushed and 
mangled before he could be taken from the 
gearing. He died soon afterward. It is 
custom of Indians to burn or destroy all 
things connected with the death of one of the 
their tribe. For instance, if one meets death 
by being kicked by a horse, the animal is kill- 
ed: andif from disease an Indian dies in a 
wickiup or lodge itis burned. The mill in 
which this accident occurred was built by tho 
Government at a cost of $7,000 or $8,000, and 
was worth that amount of money. Between 
6 and 7 o’clock on the morning of the 6th this 
mill was discovered to be on fire, and was 
soon entirely consumed, with a large amount 
of wheat and flour belonging to the Indians.

mittte. The association meets on the 
first and third Mondays of each month in the 
reading-room of the Merchants’s Exchange. 
The objects of the Association are two-fold. 
Besides bringing together all the local agents 
and acquainting each with the other, It is 
productive of much good in the way of re- 
ducing and making uniform the charges for 
anda tends to conciliate and 
expedite the freight business of the city. An 
organization of this kind was attempted some 
time during last October, but the 
first effort, although not a complete 
failure Was not a success, and the present or- 
ganization was not eftected until during last 
November. Prior to the formation of the as- 
sociation many of the local agents, although 
they had been here in the city for years, had 
never inet each other, were not personally 
acquainted. ‘There was no mutual under- 
standing of any k:nd between these repre- 
sentatives of identical and reciprocally de- 
pendentinterests. ‘he result was that fre- 
quently the best of business friendship did 
not exist between these champions of rival 
lines and barmony did ,not aiways prevail.

The long trestle on 
the other side of the river is about finished, 
and will be done as soon as the track-iayers 
reach it, and the entire gap will be iron girt 
Within thirty days, the holidays having 
delayed the work at ivast two 
weeks, The other — gap, one af 
sixteen miles, just this side of the Red 
River, is all graded and the track being laid 
at the rate of one.and one-fourth miles per 
day.
